The Week. 
EDINBURGH JEWS AND THE. MISSIONARIES. 


THE Edinburgh Jewish Representative Council have, by an over- 
whelming majority, decided to sever their connection with the missionary- 
tainted Edinburgh Fund and to withdraw their delegates from Mr. LEvison’s 
organisation. This action, in regard to which a full report appears in our 
news columns, will be received with the deepest satisfaction throughout the 
community. It is the course which we expected our Edinburgh coreligionists 
to take as soon as they realised the true situation; and the fact that they 
have adopted it thoroughly and without.a trace of arriére pensée does equal 
credit to their perspicacity, their sense of Jewish interests, and the demands 
of Jewish self-respect. There is nothing in the letter from the Hon. 
Secretary of the Representative Council which says that the President, 
Mr. ISAAC Furst, J.P., intimated his intention to retire from the Edinburgh 
Fund which he joined in his private capacity, but we are told that he no 
longer remains a member of the Jewish Representative Council. If 
Mr. FURST or any other coreligionist remains on the Committee of 
the Fund, since no Jews are now co-operating with those actively 
engaged in missionary work as communal representatives, we have 
nothing further to say, apart from our natural regret that any member of 
our community should continue a connection which we honestly believe 
is open to so much objection. We have only to read what transpired at 
the annual meeting of the Edinburgh Jewish Medical Mission to see the 
clear mutual relationship between Mr. LEvISON’s fund and missionary 
enterprise in Edinburgh. Sir Corin G. MACRAE, who presided at the 
- meeting, explained that the objects of the Mission were to supply medical 
aid and evangelical teaching to the Jews of Edinburgh, and,as far as possible, 


to relieve the poor among them. The double purpose of propaganda 


and relief will be understood by all who have followed the methods of 
militant conversionism. The report presented to the meeting went on to 
harp on the Jewish sufferings in the war, and then came the statement 
that the relief fund proposed-by Mr. LEVISON, the missionary, had brought 
in some £11,000. The direct connection between the conversionists, with 


their “evangelical teaching to the Jews,” and Mr. Levison’s fund could 


surely hardly be made more clear, or the undesirability of Jews associating 
with that fund more evident. Mr. LEVISON writes to the Scotsman pointing 
out that the fund was not organised by the Medical Mission, but by a 
separate Committee. He admits that the starting of the fund was suggested 
at a meeting of the Mission, but declares that the Mission has had nothing 
further to do with the matter. “‘ This work,” he adds, “is undertaken by a 
Committee of ladies and gentlemen who are not responsible in any way to 
the Mission.” But what Mr. LEVISON, by a flagrant and specious half- 
truth, omits to say is that the Committee is so largely identical with the 
Mission as to make the two almost one and the same body. Not only are 
the hands the hands of Esau, but the voice is, too. 

OUR OBJECT. 

WE received last week a letter from Mr. I. FuRStT, in which 
that gentleman defended the attitude he had taken up in regard to Mr. 
LEvISON’S Committee. We were naturally most anxious to print Mr- 
Furst’s explanation. But the communication in which it was conveyed con- 
tained some sentences which were merely reprobation of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, and really had nothing to do with the matter in question, 
and one which contained the statement of a view which we did not con- 
sider it in the interests of our community” to appear in print in 
our columns. Mr. Furst had, however, accompanied his communication 
with a covering letter, in which he stipulated that the whole of his 
let‘er was to appear or none. We thereupon wrote to Mr. Furst, 
urging him to allow us to omit the portions of his letter to which 
we have referred, and, so that we could have his consent in time 
for publishing last week, we prepaid a telegraphic message for the 
purpose. He wired us repeating that the whole of his letter as 
sent was to appear or none. He, consequently, left us no option 
and we were unable to print his explanation. Mr. FURST complains 
that the. JEWISH CHRONICLE has attributed to him and to other 
members of the Representative Council ulterior motives for the action 
they have taken in regard ,to the missionary-tainted committee. We can 
assure Mr. FURST that we have not done anything of the sort, or even 
thought of anything of the sort. We have all along felt assured, and have 
never published anything to the contrary, that these gentlemen were under 
the impression that they were acting in the best interests of Judaism, and 
indeed we regarded that as one of the most serious aspects of the 
matter. On the other hand we have all along felt equally sure, and 
insisted, that they were acting in the very worst interests of our 
community. We. have said, and maintain, that they have come 
under the influence of Mr. LEVISON and his friends, who have utilised 
their position in Edinburgh to ingratiate themselves with our people, 
and that Mr. LEvIson has, as we have ample evidence to show, boasted 
of his success in that direction in support of his missionary efforts. 
We have felt and feel that Mr. Furst and those who have acted with him 
have been deluded by Mr. LEvISON as to the real object of his missionary- 
tainted fund and of his friendship for our people, just as other coreligionists 
in London and Manchester were likewise misled. And it has been in order 
to shield not only those Jews who thought it right to ally themselves with 


active missionaries, but particularly the Edinburgh Community from the 


malign influences of their missionary neighbours, that we have adopted the 
attitude we have. It was impossible to believe that they could have been 
otherwise than mistaken in supposing that the object of Mr. LEVISON’S 


fund was solely for humanitarian purposes. We, however, have never felt 
any doubt upon the point; and the action of the Edinburgh Council is but 


added confirmation of our view, following as it does upon similar action by 
our coreligionists in London and Manchester. We congratulate our 
Edinburgh coreligionists on having come to an effective recognition of the 
facts, and we would only add that if there are any who still question the 
necessity for stern vigilance in these matters they will find their hesitancy 
banished by a perusal of the proceedings at the Board of Deputies last 
Sunday. The Board had before it the case of a Jewish child which had 


been stolen from its parents and baptised. With the help of the police it 


was recovered, and the abductor, who had the hardihood to claim to be the 
child’s father, was prosecuted. This is the sort of infamy that has frequently, 
and in quite recent years, been perpetrated abroad—Cracow, if our memory 
serves us aright, was the scene of several such abductions—and it sums 


up, in its complete disregard of true religion, of human right and parental 


feeling, all the essential elements of the conversionist propaganda. The 


normal methods of the missionaries, we are aware, are those of allurement 


rather than of force. But the morality of the transaction is the same, the 
one being marked only by a greater degree of infamy than the other. 
It is such cases as these which bring home to Jews the inwardness and the 
ruthlessness of the conversionist movement and the extreme danger of 
doing anything which may be twisted into a condonation of it, or give even 
the appearance of a palliation of its procedure or its aims, or approval 
of those engaged in the work by our community, It is because we realise 


that danger that we have taken the stand we have in this unfortunate 
_controversy.. Our Edinburgh coreligionists have also seen it and acted 


accordingly and betimes, 


THE DUMA. 


THE visit of the TSAR to the Duma is certainly a momentous event in 
modern Russian life. That the head of the Russian Empire should drive 
unguarded to the Parliament House, and there listen to the cheers of the 
deputies gathered around him, suggests a definite progress in political evolu- 
tion which would not have been dreamt of two decades ago. Too often, 


in the debates and recrimination that pass for politics, the slow but steady | 


advance is not seen. The wood cannot be descried for -the trees. But 
such incidents as that to which we refer clear the line of vision and help our 
perspective. It is true that in the speech which the Premier ‘deltvered 
there is no specific mention of the Jews in thelist of reforms outlined. But 
we have to remember that the visit to the Duma has removed the old barriers 
that separated the Court from Parliament, and has thus rendered the highest 
Powers more accessible to bracing democratic influences. That fact will 
tell far more powerfully in future than any hint of partial concessions at this 
moment, and from this mutual drawing nigh of the governing elements in 
the State and the progressive popular assembly we may draw hopeful 
inferences for the future of our Russian brethren. 


IN TRIBUTE OF DR. JACOBS. 


Tne addresses in memory of the late Dr. JOSEPH JACOBS, which were 


delivered at the meeting of the Jewish Historical Society last Tuesday, do 
something to make clear the work and the personality of that great Jewish 
scholar and “humanist.” In particular, the speech by Mr. ZANGWILL— 
who is never so entirely at his best as when dealing with a theme in which 
Jewish literature and Jewish learning are elements—informed as it was by 
sincere friendship, will remain as a brilliant and a memorable tribute toa 
many-sided and fruitful intellect. Of the ‘historic and increasingly ghostly 
circle” of “‘ Wandering Jews’’ who helped the renaissance of Jewish cul- 
ture and Jewish feeling in this country, none worked to greater advantage 
and stood in closer relationship than Mr. ZANGWILL and his dead friend, 


and if Dr. JACOBS could have chosen the hand to write his epitaph it would | 


assuredly have been the hand that has written so much that must be enduring 
and, in its real essence, true. Mr. ZANGWILL did as much justice as was 
possible in a single address to the variegated achievements of the great 
writer who has gone from among us—to the manifold “ Jacoss” who 
flashed each in its turn some new light into the Anglo-Jewish darkness, 
But we hope that some more comprehensive effort will be made to sum up 
Dr. JAcoBS’ work and perpetuate and popularise the best thatis init. In 
that effort there is none who could more fittingly take a hand than Mr, 
ZANGWILL. 
THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES’ REPORT. 


THE annual report of the Board of Deputies is more notable for its 


‘sparseness than for what it contains. This was only what was to be 


expected. Domestic controversies of the pre-war description, which 
normally occupied so much of the Board’s time, are now stilled ; and while 
the war and the problems that it opens out have given some occasion for 
discussion and action, the thing that matters most—the future of East 
European Jewries and of Palestine—evokes little reference, no doubt for 
very sufficient reasoris. The allusions made to the work of the Conjoint 
Committee reveal nothing that was not already public property ; but we note 
with interest and satisfaction, the repetition of the pledge already given by 
the President of the Board of Deputies as to the preparedness of the Com- 
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mittee to support the Jewish cause when the close of the war brings | 


The report also repeats the expressions of hopeful- 
ness which have already figured in the similar utterances of the 
sister body, the Anglo-Jewish Association, and nothing that has 
happened during the more recent months discredits this reassuring 
reading of events. Indeed, the re-assembly of the Duma, with its bias 
towards Jewish emancipation, is a development of some promise, and we 
shall wait with anxiety to see whether the Russian Government will use 
the opportunity to clothe the concessions recently made to the Jews with 
statutory form, and thus justify the anti¢ipations in which the Board of 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association have indulged. We may, in 
this connection, join in the hearty welcome that is being offered to the 
Russian journalists who are now in this country, and who include, among 
their number, M. NABOKOFF, the editor of the Retch—the journal that has 
fought so valiant a fight for the cause of liberty and progress in Russia. It 
is gratifying to observe, too, that the suggestion that the community 
should take note of the approaching visit of Duma deputies is under 
consideration. Our brethren in Russia, it cannot too frequently be 
said, haye to rely, above all things, on the goodwill of the Russian nation, 
which, we believe, will always be accorded them; and the valiant part 
which they are taking in Russia's struggle to emancipate herself will, we 
believe, induce more than ever the impulse to brotherhood and respect, 
fortified as it is by the consciousness of a common hope and a common 
mission.

THE HOME OFFICE PROSECUTION. 


Nosopy will quarrel with the conviction of the prisoners DaLLAs and 
ALTANI in the Home Office case, or with the punishment they were awarded 
All will agree that, as the Judge evidently concluded, the real culprit in the 
matter was the government official. It is possible that the other prisoner 
might not have realised to the full the true gravity of his offence when it 
was participated in byan officer in a leading Government Department, though 
it is impossible to believe that he thought the transactions in which he took 
part were ,honest. All citizens of this country—and Jews no less than 
non-Jews—are vitally concerned in preserving the highest standard of 
official honour, and they will fully endorse the comments in this case in 
which the learned Judge indulged. There are, however, several points 
which we would have liked to see elucidated. One is the ease with which 

'a-foreigner, an obscure singer, obtained access to the Department ia 
question and managed to knock up a fraudulent scheme with a trusted 
- official. Another is the childlike manner in which the Home Office 
swallowed the story of Spanish descent, without inquiring into the dis. 
tinction between a member of the Sephardi community and a Spaniard 
born. In another respect, too, there would appear to be a weak link in the 
administrative chain; in that the Ottoman Jews, upon whom these frauds 
were practised, were kept in 
them and were thus alowed to become the helpless and unwitting 
viétims. of the spoilers.

JEWISH HYGIENE. 


A GREAP deal has been written from time to time in regard to the 


hygienic or prophylaotic value of the Jewish dietary laws. But seldom has 
anything more interesting or striking been set down than the article and 
speech which we quote in another column. The article, written by the 
Medical Correspondent of the Times, makes reference toa paper in the 
British journal of Surgery. The author of that paper is described asa 
well-known observer who carried out various tests. “It was found that 
one can reproduce the blood-picture of cancer by partaking of certain articles 
ofefood—notably pork and, to a less extent, other red. meats,’’ “ Inci: 
dentally,” says the author of the paper, “these observations suggest the 
pliysiological reason for the dietary imposed upon the Hebrew race." The 
Tames Medical Correspondent, commenting upon the paper, remark$ that 
as« time passes the Mosaic code of health continues to receive fuller 
justification. “ Indeed,” he adds, “‘ we seem to be approaching by way of 
scientific observation the same principles of public héalth as were given to 
the people of Israel by their leader.” The speech, to which we refer above, 


_ was-delivered by Lord PENTLAND, the Governor of Madras, ‘ For many

centuries,” said his lordship, “ civilised mankind seems to have forgotten 
that the mass of disease is preventable.” Lord PENTLAND then described 


the various diseases that swept over Europe in the Middle Ages. ‘ While. 


however,” he said, “this was the lamentable condition of Europe, there 
was one ancient people, very far. back in the history of mankind, in whom 
we see clearly the presence of the idea, the governing idea, that disease 
can be prevented by attention to the laws and conditions of healthy living. 


. The Mosaic system of sanitary law,” he continued, “ was powerful in’ 


elévating into a free and civilised people a race only recently emancipated 
from slavery.” And it is to this system that Lord PENTLAND attributes the 
greater longevity of the Jews and their freedom from the diseases that have 
decimated other nations. The rationale of the dietary laws has always been, 
and must continue to be, a vexed question. But the trend of science in 
these matters is noteworthy and significant. Jews, at least, ought to heed 
it, for it is a trend towards the recognition of much for which they are the 
living witnesses on earth. |

| Tue Burnett: Immigration Bill has been amended by Committee of 
Congress.. The effect of the famous literacy test is now modified to the 
extent of exempting from its operation all those who can prove that in their 
country of origin there are laws and overt acts, on religious grounds, on thie 


‘statute-book against them. This is satisfactory, so far as it goes. But its 


limitation$ are’ obvious. It is doubtful, for instance, whether any 
“ religious ” significance does actually, legally attach to the Jewish situation 
even in normal times in Russia. The position is one of economics, racial, 
or political, in Russian law; and if that view should gain a hearing among 
the immigration officials it is clear that the concession on the Burnett Bill 
would be so much waste-paper. The same applies, with greater force, if 
possible, to the case of the Rumanian Jews. In other respects, too, the 
Bill is harsh, and as an instrument in the hands of* determined agitators, 
especially at a time of great influx such as is anticipated after the war, 
could be used with drastic and summary efféct. Our coreligionists in the 
United States are waging a gallant fight against it; amd we cannot think 
that the people of that country, as a whole, will find it to their interests, or 


in consonance with their traditions, to pass the Bill, even as amended, into 


law.

1846—1916, 
Coincidence or Condemnation? 


(NEVENTY years is proverbially the allotted span of the life of man. It is no 
mean period in the life of a nation, even one as ancient as the Jews. Itisa 
_ time of which between the end of the beginning and the beginning of the 
end it is not unreasonable to draw comparison for the purpose of contrast so as to 
note progress or retrogression. We Jews are a conservative people in obedience 
to our respect for tradition and custom. Yet we are accredited progressive in 
nature in conformity with a disposition that is neither indolent nor contented 
with things as they are. How strange, how surprising then to find that on one 
matter, and that by no means the least important to us as a people we are as we 
were—seventy years ago! The cry of then is the cry of now, the appeal of 
then is the appeal of now, the proposals then are the proposals now, just for 
all the world as if during all the seven decades we had remained 
fixed and still, where we were at their beginning and as we were 
seventy years ago. The Jewish World, in its issue this week, affords us just 
such a strange and surprising revelation by quoting some sentences from the 
columns of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, which word for word and letter for letter 
would appear apt, topical, and to the point if published in this present issue. Yet 
they bear date—just seventy years ago to the week ! | 


ERE are two paragraphs which the Jewish World reprints from the issue of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE of February 20th 1846: 


“Have we lost all pity? Is there no sympathy in Israel? Are our 
brethren in Russia to suffer affliction, being driven from house and home, 
have their dress interfered with—their religious ordinances taxed with heavy 
taxation, from which all other Russian subjects are exempted ? Are we to hear 
of the weeping, lamentation, sorrow, and war, and we in this blessed land, 
who are enjoying not only civil privileges, but have actual kindness mani- 
fested to us by all true Christians, are we, I say, to remain unmoved, though 
the cry of our persecuted brethren reaches our ears? God forbid that this 
apathy and carelessness should continue any longer! Awake, brethren, 
awake to your duty, lest He who sees the affliction of His people, and hears 
the groanings of the prisoners, arise and manifest judgments against us 
because of our want of love and sympathy with the afflicted. 

What is to be done? Why does not the Chief Rabbi according to the 
‘orthodox’ custom, proclaim a general ‘fast day’ for humiliation and 
prayer? Why not call a special public meeting for the purpose of expressing 
sympathy and commiseration for our brethren? I have no doubt many 
Christians of note and respectability will gladly join such a meeting, and by 
this means it will draw public attention to the subject through the daily 
press; and if nothing is produced by it to alleviate the distress of our 


Russian brethren, it will at least be seen that we feel for them, and are ready | 


to do what is in our power for their good.” 

Read them carefully and see how they tally, with an exactness that is 
astonishing, with present-day needs, present-day happenings, present-day aspira- 
tions, present-day strivings, present-day demands; how the proposals they con- 
tain-are identical with those that are at this very moment being mooted for the 
same cause, and, more remarkable thanall, because of the identical trouble at the 
identical spot. 


"THE Jewish World, while suggesting that comment upon the coincidence 

“would merely tend to disturb the thoughts with the obvious lesson they 
carry’ which it must. bring to mind, tells us that the main teaching it bears to us 
is that History repeats itself. 

“The kaleidescope shows us a thousand varied forms (says the Jewish 
World), yet we know all are made by the same cubes of giass contrived to 
recur in devious juxtapositions. History is but a series of cubes—happenings 
in the kaleidescope of life.” 

This conveys the truth ; but, as it seems to the present writer, not wholly and but 
to a limited extent. For if we cast our eyes back across the records of the last 
seventy years it would be difficult to find a time when the words of the extract 
would have appeared otherwise than appropriate and applicable. So that it is 


not a matter of History repeating itself, but of History so constantly repeating 


itself as to be virtually unchanging through the decades. 


RUT History, the record of human action and the events that proceed therefrom, 

does not normally remain unchanging except human actionremains unchanged. 
Hence these extracts of seventy years ago bear for us altogether another aspect, 
And in truth we know that they are not singular, so far as our community is con- 
cerned. They could be matched on almost any topic that concerns us. We 
could turn back to the files of the JEwisH CHRONICLE of years ago and in them 
find the identical agitations, the identical aspirations, the identical views, the 
identical discussions, really with inconsiderable variation in any case, engagirg 
our attention in these times. In every sphere of what we are pleased to call 
Anglo-Jewish activity the same story would apply. 


S there, then, in truth, any activity in the sense of progress, of 

movement forward? Is it not. activity only in the sense of 
motion,..temporary... agitation, evanescent _ interest which simmers. down 
and dies away only to be resumed in _ precisely the same form 
and with precisely the same results when the same causes external to 
us Operate? Itis to be doubted whether any other community could show a 
like recurrence of cause and effect, always repeated and never varying. If this 


pe so, the extracts which the Jewish World unearthed from the JEWISH 


CHRONICLE form an indictment against us as a community, against us, indeed, 
as Jews, which it would be difficult for us to explain save by pleading executive 
impotence and lack of initiative as a people,

HOW THE RELIEF IS APPLIED. 


WHAT THE PETROGRAD JEWISH COMMITTEE 
| IS DOING. 


By S. LIPTON, 


_ The connecting link between the helpers and those helped isthe Jewish Com- 
mittee at Petrograd. It has the direct supérvision and control over the relief 
work among the Jews in Russia. Working with it is a whole network of Com- 
mittees in over three hundred places where the refugees are being cared for. 

Everything is being done in systematic fashion. Registration forms are sent 
to all local committees and a complete census is taken of the refugees, new- 
comers as well as those already settled. By means of this, thousands of lost 
relatives and friends have been found and brought together where possible. 
Large numbers of inquiries about the whereabouts of refugees are received from 
America as well as from this country, and already many have been traced. The 
Jewish Information Bureau of the Petrograd Committee works in harmony and 
co-operation with the “ Russian Bureau” presided over by the Grand Duchess 
Tatiana Nicolaevna, and all inquiries made to the Bureau about Jewish refugees 
are referred to the Jewish Committee. . 


The relief work is mapped out according to provinces and counties, and pro- | 


vincial centres are established. The Committee at Moscow has the care of about 
a dozen provinces (Goubernies) ; the Odessa Committee is in charge of the whole 
of Bessarabia, while the Kieff Committee has the provinces of Kieff, Podol, and 
Volinsk. Vilna, before German occupation, was also one of the chief centres of 
relief. The uniting centre is the Petrograd Committee. In as many as 143 towns 
there are local committees who work either under the direct supervison of the tax 
committee at Petrograd or the Provincial Central body. The local committees 
see to the needs of the refugees, obtain grants from the central bodies, and dis 
tribute the relief funds. But in many small towns where refugees have come it 


is not possible to have a committee, and, instead, a representative is elected who | 


has charge of the refugees. In 162 places the Petrograd Committee has 
aacredited representatives, who present detailed accounts of their expenditure. 


. Altogether, the Petrograd Committee sent help to 348 places in European Russia 


and Siberia. 
Foop DEPOTS. 
Soup kitchens and dining halls were opened where there was a great influx 
of refugees. Money tickets of the value of 10-20 kopecks per day were also 
distributed, and stores were opened where food could be obtained at chean 
prices. At these stores the money-tickets were exchanged for food. Food grants 
were made to the local committees. Thus Minsk, with 30,000 refugees, received 
150,000 roubles, while Poltava and Mariupol, each with 2,500 refugees, received 
14,000 roubles. These are only examples. Of the sums asked for by the local 
committees only a small percentage could be granted to most urgent cases. 


CLOTHING, . 


According to the reports received it was found that out of every four 
refugees three were in need of warm clothes and boots to protect them against

The question of medical assistance 
was a difficult one, but the Petrograd Cor mittee did everything possible to lessen

The. medical work was distributed in 22 divisions, and the sphere of activities 
was extended to all provinces whither Jewish refugees had come. A staff of 140 
doctors and nurses have been attending about 60,000 of the refugees. Twelve 
hospitals and 45 ambulances were arranged. In addition there are 30 train 
divisions of medical workers who follow the trail of the refugees and attend to 
their requirements. 


Crepit RELIEF. 


~~ Thousands of refugees, it was found, were able, with the help of a small 
loan, to become independent of the Committee's funds by resuming their 
former occupations as artisans or small manufacturers. To this class of people 
‘the Committee at Petrograd decided to grant loans and so save them from 
the demoralising influence of continually receiving help. Existing loan and 
saving banks were utilised wherever possible. An arrangement. was made that 
the Committee accept responsibility for 75 per cent. of the sum advanced to the 
borrower. A special Board of Credit was appointed for this object, and the 
Committee advanced 100,000 roubles. Delegates of the Committee organised 
credit relief in 35 places’so far, and arrangements are now being made for other 
towns. 


The above is, briefly; the work of the Petrograd Committee for one year. 
The Committee 1s in constant communication with the fund for the Relief of the 
Jewish Victims of the War in Russia. The monies received in London from the 
colonies, the provinces, and London itself, are sent to the Committee at Petrograd, 
which see to its distribution where it is most needed. 


LIVERPOOL. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


A meeting of the Liverpool Committee was held on Sunday. Mr. S. BRoupDE 
presided. “The Rev. N. Halter was appointed Hon. Secretary in place of Mr. B. 
Altman, who has resigned, and Mr. H. E. Radom was elected Assistant Secretary. 

Messrs. S. Glynn, S. Cohen and J. Abrahams, delegates to the Conference 
convened by the Princes Road Congregation, presented their report of the pro- 
ceedings. They stated that they had been well received by the representatives of 
Princes Road, and the Chairman of the Conference had given expression to the 
pleasure which their attendance had given him. It had been suggested that the 
Hope Place Congregation should also take part in the united work to which 
the delegates had agreed, and a deputation had been appointed to wait upon the 
Executive, but no question of amalgamation with Princes Road had: been dis- 
cussed. That congregation would simply form a Committee to assist in organising 
and arranging large general schemes for increasing the Fund in the city, such as 
the holding of a mass meeting, a street collection, etc. Before the delegates’ 
statements could be discussed, Mr. S. Cohen, Treasurer, raised the question of 
the report which appeared in last Friday's issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
The matter provoked an extremely long and heated discussion. Mr. Cohen pro- 
tested against the publication of the report, which, he said, was likely to injure 
the Fund and cause dissatisfaction in the Princes Road Congregation. He moved 
that the Committee should send an official letter to the JEwisH CHRONICLE 
to show the Princes Road Congregation that they (the Committee) dissociated 
themselvas from thereport. The resolution was supported by Messrs. J. Abrahams 

_and S. Glynn, who asked how the representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE had 
obtained the particulars of a meeting from which he had been excluded. They 
claimed that the report was inaccurate. | 

: The CHAIRMAN said that they did not attend the Conference to amalgamate 
with the Princes Road Congregation, but to induce that congregation to make 

further collections for the Fund. The suggestion that they sought amalgamation 
should be repudiated. 

Mr. H. E. BRICKMAN questioned the wisdom of tepudiating a report which 
gave a true summary of the proceedings of a Conference at which their delegates 
were guests only. What was the use of denying that the question of amalgama- 
tion was a subject of discussion when their own delegates had admitted that a 
deputation which included three of their members had been appointed to wait 
upon the Hope Place Congregation ?. If the Conference did not bind the Com- 
mittee in any way, how could the members have agreed to join that deputation 
without a mandate from the delegates represented on that Committee? Asa 
member of the Committee he protested that he had not been called to the last 

_ two meetings, and the few members of the Executive had simply acted without.a 
mandate from the general body of delegates, ; 

; Mr. M. Isaacson also complained that he had not been summoned to recent 
meetings of the Commiitee, and urged that the repudiation of a Press report

Sirk,—In your issue of the 18th inst., under the above heading, your “ Own 
Correspondent” purports to give a somewhat detailed account of the proceedings 
at the preliminary meeting of a conference at which he acknowledges he was not 
present. This meeting, to which representatives of all Jewish interests had been 
invited, was intended to consider the feasibility and desirability of instituting one 
body which should thoroughly and satisfactorily represent the entire Liverpool 
Jewish community for the purpose of raising further funds in aid of our war- 
stricken Russ‘an and Polish brethren. | 

I wonder how and from what sources your “ Own Correspondent” gathered 
his information! His statements are for the most part—to put it gently— 
absolutely incorrect; wherefore, though ‘greatly averse to rushing into print, |, 
as Chairman of the meeting, feel constrained to furnish you with the facts, 
soliciting the favour of the publication of this letter in your next issue. 

Firstly then, the meeting was very willingly convened by me at the instance 
of the Executive of the Princes Road Synagogue, on the suggestion of the body 
referred to by your “Own Correspondent ” as “ the Liverpool Committee.” 

Now, as to your “ Own Correspondent's” direct assertions :— 

1. “It was agreed that no amalgamation could be carried out without the 
participation of the Hope Place Congregation.” No such agreement was arrived 
at either tacitly or otherwise; indeed, no semblance of such a proposition was put 
forward. 

2. “The suggestion that the Princes Road Congregation should send repre- 
sentatives to the existing. Liverpool Committee, which would secure the establish- 
ment of a united fund giving satisfaction to every section of the community, was 
not considered.” This is only true in so far as that no such suggestion was 
brought before the meeting ; it savours strongly of the suggestio falst. 

3. “In the event of the Hope Place Synagogue definitely declining to 
co-operate in the proposed new scheme, it was proposed that the Princes Road 
Synagogue should constitute themselves into a Relief Fund Committee, and the 
present Relief Fund Committee would continue its activities in the form of & 
Subsidiary Committee.” Nothing so ridiculously childish was mentioned, or, 
judging from the earnest tone of the meeting, even thought of. 

It is a fact that a deputation was formed to seek an interview with the Hope 
Place Congregation, for the purpose of introducing to their notice the details of 4 
scheme which was approved by every representative present at this preliminary 
meeting, and which it was believed would overcome all differences, induce that 
congregation to withdraw its objections to the Conference, and thus secure the 
whole-hearted co-operation of every section of Liverpool Jewry. ‘ 

As to what may have occurred before or since our meeting, in the way of 
meetings of the Liverpool Committee, or as to any interviews your “ Own Corre- 
spondent” may have had, I am entirely without knowledge. . 

I much regret having to trouble you with this letter, but where misrepre- 


sentation is capable of producing much. mischief I feel sure you will agree that 
the truth sh ould be made known,

RUSSIAN JEWS’ DOMICILE AND TRADING RIGHTS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PETROGRAD. 

A few months ago the Municipality of Novotcherkask decided to appeal to 
the Government to allow Jews to reside in the Don district, which is under the 
control of the military. The authorities, however, stopped the petition. The 
Municipality was, however, determined to make itself heard, and has accordingly 
resolved to appeal to the Senate to forward the petition. 

The Ministry of the Interior has ordered the Prefect of Nicolayeff to with- 

craw all trading restrictions against Jews in the city. 
_ The reports received from Kieff describe the economic position of the Jewish 
community in gloomy colours. Asa result of the domicile measures against the 
Jews, the element which had contributed largely towards the upkeep of the 
Jewish institutions by means of the indirect meat taxation has diminished to such 
an extent as to necessitate the curtailment of their expenses. Consequently no 
new patients are received at the Jewish Hospital, and the dispensary has suspended 
its activity, | 

The Ministry of the Interior has announced that in the last four months it 
had to dea! with 18,000 petitions from Jews concerning the right of domicile. 


Contrary to all expectations the number of these petitions has not diminished since -

GERMANY AND THE JEWS. 
A YIDDISH PAPER'S VIEWS. . 
The Yiddish Tageblatt, a prominent New York daily, publishes a series of 
1 ae Caustic comments upon the German attitude toward the Jews. The writer, 
a ee _who uses the name of “'I. Padruzhnik,” is apparently very intimately acquainted 
with the contemporaneous currents of German journalistic thought. 

A translation of one of the articles follows. It is entitled :—** Will Germany 
make a ‘pale’ for the Jews?” and the writer says:—‘‘ Through the cloud of 
bloady woe that was hovering over the Jewish people soon after the beginning of 
the European war shone one faint glimmer of hope. We hoped that, after the: 
passing of te thunderstorm, we should be able to breathe a little more freely. 
We trusted that, were we to survive this most fiery crisis of modern history, it 
could not be otherwise than that we should be blessed with a more fortunate fate. 
We thought that these hell-pains that we were suffering would not be for naught, 
and that the old chains that bound our hands and feet would soon be shattered. 
Heavy. laws did, indeed, partly disappear. We were hoping that the obnoxious 

Sees walls of the Ghetto would eventually disappear from the surface of Europe, and 
that the Jew would emerge freer from discrimination and oppression than he had 
| ever been in the world’s history. | 

‘ These were the hopes of the plagued and wearied Jewish souls in the time 
when the world-war made the Jew more crippled and helpless than any other 
people, in the time when gigantic armies swept, devastating, over the regions 
where Jews had lived, struggled and toiled for hundreds and hundreds of years. 

“Shall we believe that these were all false delusions ? Shall we believe that a 
future is awaiting us, darker than any darkness we have suffered in the past? 

_ Shall we believe that, after the war, the fate of the Jew in Eastern Europe will be 
_ worse than before ? : 

“That seems terrible. That seems incredible. But it is, however, not so 
remote, not so impossible as some would like to believe. That menace is 
threatening us this moment with her whole bigness and terror! :

In this article is to be seen how seriously 
Germany considers this question. There it 1s said in clear, open tones, that 
restrictions alone will be inadequate and wouldn't do; indeed not! It is con- 
sidered necessary to pass special imperial legislation to keep off the Jewish 
immigration from Germany. Heintze proposes an entire series of practical 
propositions whereby Germany shall encounter the impending danger of the 
East-Jewish invasion. When we recall how the article was published in ¢t),. 
Preussiche Jahrebucher, which is edited by Professor Doeibruck, we can 
ascertain with vividness the tremendous import of Heintze's propositions. Nor \s 
this the expression of a merely personal point of view. The editor himself has 
interspersed here and there his own editorial comment indorsing the sentiments 
of the writer, and has emphasised even more sharply the necessity of stringent 
regulations against tle Jews living in the annexed provinces. In the whole array 
of German political writers who have been clamouring in recent days for a‘ Pale ' 
against the ‘New Jews,’ as they call them, Heintze’s should be regarded as the 
most formidable. Not like them, he does not argue under the blazoning of 
German anti-Semitism. He speaks from the standpoint of German self-defence. 

“Dr, Heintze declares, in his article in the Preussiche Jahrebucher, that 
the invasion of the Eastern Jews is a national and economic danger to Germany, 
and also a hygienic menace, 
means to check or restrict this immigration. He reminds the German puhjic 
that somewhere in the code is extant an old Prussian law aiming against aliens, 
but that old law is valid for Prussia alone. It was necessary that the entire 
Germain territory be safeguarded from Jewish ingress, and for that reason he 
advocated the passing of restrictive legislation by the Reichstag and, consequent|y, 
rendered operative throughout the German Empire. 


RESTRICTIONS ON JEWS IN PRUSSIA. 


“ What is the character of the Prussian alienlaw? First of all, all aliens 
who have wandered into Prussia after 1882 must secure another passport every 
two years permitting them to dwell in the province. Incidentally, they pledze 
themselves not to linger permanently nor to found families. Those who have 
settled in Prussia in the last five or ten years, or even in the last twenty-five years 


getting their passport, that their children shall leave Prussia when they have 
attained the age of nine. 7 7 

“Dr. Heintze proposes other radical legislation, calculated to stem the tide 
of Jewish immigration at its inception. In seeking possible restrictions against the 
Jewish invasion, he seems to have reminded himself—of Ellis Island.. He knew 
that these measures must pass through the hands of the Reichstag, and for tat 
reason must be garbed in synoptic form. He, therefore, divided the undesirabies 
into four categorical classes: | | 

‘““(1) Persons :whese opinions are hostile to society, 

Poor and unproductive. | 

(3) Persons suffering from contagious, dangerous or frightful diseases. 

*(4) Persons beneath a certain educational level. 

‘The author is positive that these four categories struck at the heart of te 
Jewish problem. For instance, under the first category is included the vas: 
number of Russian radicals, and those serving inthe armies against Russian 
radicals, and those serving in the armies against Russia. In the third category 
is intended the disposal of the Jews who are reputed by Dr. Heintze to be 
consumptive and narrow-chested. 


RUINED BY GERMANY, KEPT OUT OF PRUSSIA. 
“Under the second category is shown the fact that 20 per cent. of the Polish 
| Jews in the last century have been dependent on charity. Now, after the war, 


jit is certain that they are entirely ruined. Under this second category it will be 
very easy to include all those Jewish immigrants eager to settle over the border to 
turn over a new leaf for the thriving future of coming peace. Those Jews, 
impoverished because German bullets have destroyed their homes, who come to 
Germany to pick up the industry and trade, will now be branded as undesirab‘e 
citizens. 

“Tf the Jews evade the stigma ‘poor’ they will surely succumb to the 
classification of “unproductive.’ Most of the Jewish immigrants are traders 
and middlemen. The authorities can easily put a so-called economic ‘ kibos! ' 
on that class of commercial agents. | 

“The terms ‘ poor and unproductive’ are indeed so broad thal.they may be 
stretched to include almost the entire number of Jewish immigrants. Should 
the authorities enforce it, in accordance with the ruling spirit at the presen! 
moment, it. will be more difficult for a Jew to settle in Berlin or Hanover than in 
Petrograd or Moscow, 

“Then comes the fourth category: the education census. Here Dr. Heintze 
demands that it be not sufficient that the immigrant be able to read, speak or 
write any language. No, he must speak, read or write in one particular kind of 
alphabet. To know Yiddish or Hebrew is nothing. To be literate, the imm.- 
grant must be able to read from the Latin or Gothic alphabets! 

“When we study closely these four classes sought to be excluded from 
Germany, we must realise this Machiavellian plan, so typical, of preventing the 
Jews from putting foot on German soil. | 
“The editor of the Preussiche Jahrebucher adds to Dr, Heintze’'s proposa!s 
to the Reichstag this energetic comment: ‘ The propositions of the author wil! 
be possessed of a doubled importance if the Russian provinces inhabited by 4 
Jewish population are annexed by Germany after the war. We will then be faced 
by the problem of an undesirable increase to our population, of an increase from 
the ranks of a nation of a culture-level different from ours. Mere restriction is pot 
enough ; it will be necessary to see that these Jews shali not move freely within 
the bounds of the German Empire. They must be held far apart from the field 


of German cultur-activity.' 


‘Now you have back your ‘ Pale’ of which you have just thought you were 
going to be free, Here you have the same language, the same words, and tlie 
same spirit of the Pravajiteltsvo’ (the Ukase) and when we shall be compelled 
to live in a Pale under the>German régime, we shall then be fully entitled to ask : 

“What matters it by whose hands we are robbed? The Culturman comes to 
rob us, while holding in his hand Nietzche and Goethe. Not only he robs us 
but he insults us. In Russia we were persecuted because we were considered 
loftier, cleverer, more intelligent than the Russians. But if we shall be persecuted 


by the Germans it shall be because we shall be considered below the level of the 
intelligence of the Germans,” HE

the strong pro-German sentiments of anumber of his American coreligionists, has 
given an interview to the Sunday Eagle, in which he sets forth at length his fears 
for the Jews at the hands of Germany, though he is trustful of a satistactory out 
come.

DEATH OF SIR NATHANIEL NATHAN. 

We regret to record the death, last Friday, at the age of seventy-six, of Sir 
Nathaniel Nathan, of 77, St. James’s Court, Buckingham Gate. He was one of 
the four sons of the late Mr. Jonah Nathan, of Pembridge Square, who have 
distinguished themselves in the public, and in two cases also in communal, service, 
the others being Lieut.-Col. Sir Matthew Nathan, G.C.M.G., Under-Secretary 
for Ireland and a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish Association; Col. Sir 
Frederic Nathan, Commandant of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade; and Mr. Robert

WITHDRAWAL OF CONNECTION 


WITH MR. LEVISON’S COMMITTEE. 


STRONG PROTESTS. 

We have received the following letter from Mr. N. Simon; B,L.. the Hon. 

Secretary of the Edinburgh Jewish Representative Council: _ 
EDINBURGH JEWISH REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL.. 

DEAR S1R,—I am specially desired by the Council to send you the following 
report of their meeting held yesterday for publication in your issue of next 
Friday. I regret that I have not been able to attend to the matter sooner, but I 
hope you will be able to get it in Friday’sissue, and I should be much obliged if 
you could let me have some prints for distribution in Edinburgh. 

A special meeting of the Jewish Representative Coungeil, requisitioned by a 
majority of the members, was held on Sunday last in the Graham Street Sypa- 
gogue Chambers forthe purpose of re-considering the relations of the President 
and Executive with Mr. Levison and his Relief Fund Committee. Mr. I. First, 
J.P., was in the chair. For the first time since the inception of the Council there 
was a full attendance of members, owing, no doubt, to the extraordinary indigna- 
tion aroused in the community since the Council’s association with Levison's 
committee became known. Before proceeding to the business for which the meeting 


had been convened, a letter was read from the Glasgow Representative Council 


suggesting a joint conference of delegates to discuss what measures should be 
adopted in view of recent and prospective legislation affecting alien Jews in 
Scotland. It was unanimously agreed that such a conference should b> held 
immediately, and the secretary was instructed to make arrangements with Mr. 
A. L. Easterman, of Glasgow. 

A heated discussion then followed in regard to the attitude of the Presicent 
and Executive towards Mr. Leon Levison. Severai members intimated resolutions 


| from their constituents protesting against the Council's association with a 


Missionary-tainted Committee. Inthe course of the discussion important informa- 
tion was laid before the meeting bearing on the personnel and object.of Mr. 
Levison’s Committee, which clearly showed that the Council had been shamefully 
misled in the same way as the London Gommittee. Mr. R. Cohen urged that it 
was highly desirable in the interests of the community to sever the Council's con- 
nection with Mr. Levison and his missionary friends, and pressed the Chairman, 
in the light of the new facts submitted to them, to accept a motion to rescind the 
previous resolution of the Council and withdraw their delegates. After further 
discussion, the Chairman accepted the motion, which was ably seconded by 
Mr. J. Fred. Mr. C.1. Michaelson moved the previous question. On a vote, 
the motion was carried by an overwhelming majority, only four voting against 
it. Mr. S$. S. Stungo, J.P., then moved the following resolution: “That any 
member of the Council who is, or who may at. any future time be associated, 
directly or indirectly, with Mr. Levison’s Committee or any missionary- 
tainted organisation shall, ipso facto cease to be a member of the Council.” 
This resolution was seconded by Mr. J. Fred and also carried by a 
similarly large majority. Mr. Isaac First, §.S.C., J.P., Chairman and 
Honorary Solicitor, was then given an opportunity to dissociate himself 
from Mr. Levison’s Committee, he having recently been co-opted on the 
Executive of that body in his private capacity. He, however, left the meeting 
and, in consequence of the resolution, ceases to be amember of the Council. The 
Secretary, Mr. C. I. Michaelson, then tendered his resignation from the Counc.] 
and this was accepted. | 

Mr. J. H. Fred was elected Chairman, pro tem., and it was unanimously 
decided to ask. Mr. N. Simon, L.L., to act as Secretary. = 

Instructions were also: given that a full report of the proceedings should be 
sent to the JEWISH CHRONICLE and also to the various societies and congregations 
represented on the Council. © | 

The Council also unanimously confirmed the recent appointment of the 


: Special Aliens Committee—Messrs. E. H, First, S. S. Stungo, J.P., J. H. Fred, 


and D. Kissinisky—who will continue-to look after the interests of the alien Jews 
in the city.

The 
interiors of the Temple and his Palace were beautified with a decoration of simple 
figures of flowers, animals and fruits; such as lilies, oxen, and pomegranates.

THE SYNAGOGUE AND “MORE IDOLATRY.” 


Would not the introduction of carvings of human figures into the Synagogue 
mean idolatry ? | 


“Frankly I must tell you that I: should like to see more idolatry introduced 
into the Synagogue. Here am I,a Jew witha burning desire to do something 
worth perpetuating for my race; but there is no outlet for my talents, no field of 
action within the community where I could best express what has been lying 
dormant within me all my life. The Synagogue has no use for me; it affords me 
no Opportunity in exercising the imagination for the loftiest of all human emotions, 
‘wiz., the religious aesthetic. Andso Iam driven to the Art of the Gentiles—the 
Art of Hellas.” ‘‘ But Esau’s gain is Israel's loss !” 


SYMBOLISM VERSUS INTELLECTUALISM. 
Religion to-day is without symbolism ; it is too abstract for the non-philo- 
sophic mind of the plain man. Judaism, the most intellectual of all religions, 
needs a more vivid and impressive representation of its ideals. 


without concrete images has distorted and perverted ideas about the Deity. His 
anthropomorphism projects a Theus on to Reality from his narrow, low-planed 
experience, which cannot in any way correspond with the ideas of perfection and 
goodness. He has to spin like the spider his godly macrocosm out of his mundane 
microcosm from himself, as it were. A synthetic externality, the work of a 
sculptor or painter, does not provide him with a reinvigorating stimulus, 
‘mrevivifying sensation. His worship in time deteriorates into a dull, mechanical, 
monotonous, lifeless routine. Thus itis that to-day the synagogue finds itself 
emptying. The young generation of Jew gets no artistic uplift out of his service. 
‘The bare walls are mute with indifference ; the prosaic Ark presents no appeal : 
the unadorned rostrum delivers no message.” | 


THE PLIGHT OF THE JEWISH ARTIST. 


Our representative then pointed out to the distinguished sculptor tha 
"official Judaism,” as it stands to-day could never fall in with his views: to 
which he replied, | 

“If Judaism cannot open its portals to the sculptor, then Jewish patrons 
ought to support the Jewish artist on racial grounds. It isa pity that we have 
no influential body to encourage and recognise Jewish talent, wherever it may be 
The Jewish Education Aid Society is an attempt to reveal Jewish talent, but what 
is chiefly required is the ‘ After Care’ of these Jewish students. The real battle 
commences when the technique of the particular art one happens to be following 
is mastered. The Jewish artist has to live, and if he is unable to find a ‘ market 
for his wares’ among his own people, in which direction should he turn? The 
establishment of a body for procuring patronage, intelligent patronage, for the 
Jewish artist ought to preserve Jewish Art for the Jewish people. a 

“In my own case, ever since I actually launched out as a sculptor, I have 
never had, excepting for one isolated example, a single commission from the 
Jewish community.” | 


THE JEW AS.ORIGINATOR. 


What are your views as to the position of the Jew in the plastic arts? 

“It is not true to say that the Jew is conventional in the plastic arts. He is 

an originator of new methods, systems, and forms like the artist of any other race. 

In the plastic arts, especially in painting and sculpture, not only in England but 

also in America and on the Continent, his contribution has been enormous. The 

man that has exhibited the most extraordinary talent and has carried the ideas of 

‘modern art to the highest stage of development is a Spanish-Italian painter with a 
strain of Jewish blood in his veins, by name, Pabbo Pecasso, He is a most 


The average Jew 


“T was born of Russo-Polish Jewish parents in New York. Asa youth I used 
toccentribute drawings and illustrations to magazines and books in America. 
Afterwards I took ati interest in plastic arts, so I determined to become a sculptor. 
I then went to Paris to subject myself to a rigid, academic training for six months 
I trained myself vigorously and obtained a certain amount of skill. After leaving 
Paris as a student 1 came to London ona commission for the British Medica! 
Association. The work was put up in the Strand, and a terrific controversy 
followed—the attacks coming chiefly from religious institutions. I was then com 
missioned to undertake the sculptural work over the tomb of Oscar Wilde. When 
the work was completed another wild outburst followed; the Prefecture of the 
Seine actually mutilated it, and the unveiling was not allowed for two years. 

“ Apart from exhibitions, a number of isolated works exist which fortunately 
have not been demolished. There is a portrait of the Countess of Drogheda, 
one of Lady Gregory (which was commissioned and presented by the late Sir 
Hugh Lane, who went down with the “ Lusitania”), and the children of Lady 
Howard de Walden, which I recently completed at her castle. 

“My later work is direct carving from sculpture—a reversion to the best and 
most ancient traditions of the sculptor’s art. This, as you know, has been muci 
attacked by the critics of late—especially my work at the recent exhibition of the 


-Goupil Gallerv. My art has been stigmatised by Christian critics as being Eastern. 


What of that? Is not Christianity with its Western morality Eastern? Did not 
civilisation itself spring from the East? But their criticisms leave me cold; the 
real artist ignores such criticisms, and, like the wanderer of old, treads his 
solitary path alone.” | 


THE ANGEL OF THE TOMB. 

So you have no Jewish work ? 

“What do you mean? Havel any work dealing with a Jewish subject ? No 
Don’t think that the Jewish subject in art makes the art Jewish. Jewish art is 
translated through a Jewish temperament on whatever subject the Jewish artist 
may engage himself. Whenever I am asked to give an illustration of my Jewish 
or Eastern method I always point to the angel hovering over Oscar Wilde's 
tomb, as that may be taken to be something from the Cherubim of Solomon's 
Temple. 

“Still, I am quite young yet. Who knows but that a rosy morn mey yet 
again colour a temple rebuilt on Zion's Mount for man's eternal adoration ? Who 
knows but that Israel may yet again raise up an edifice of purity to cleanse the 
world of all its ugliness and dross? May the dream be fulfilled so that we may 
all behold the soul of Israel radiating anew a glorious truth from the heights of 
Jerusalem.”

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THE LATE DR. JOSEPH JACOBS. . 


MR. ZANGWILL’S BRILLIANT TRIBUTE.* 


A special meeting of the Jewish Historical Society, in memory of the late Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs, was held on Tuesday at University College, where a large gather- 


ing assembled to do honour to the memory of the author of ‘‘ Jews in Angevin | 


England” and an ex-President of the Society. 

The Rev. Dr. H. P. SToKEs, President of the Society, who was in the 
chair, said that they had lately lost three distinguished scholars in the persons of 
Dr. Gross, Dr. Schechter, and Dr. Jacobs. He had never had the privilege of 
knowing Dr. Jacobs, but he had been a student of his books, and he ventured to 
say there were few who appreciated more than he did one aspect of Jacobs's 
writings, the antiquarian and historical side. He had followed all he had written 
concerning the Jews in England in the 12th and 13th centuries. He was a 
pioneer, and his book on the Jews of Angevin England was of extraordinary 
interest. The appendices which Jacobs added to it were in themselves valuable 
essays which it would have been an honour for any man to write. He appreciated 
am o_o of celebrating the memory of this distinguished and well known 
scholar. 

MR. ZANGWILL’'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL said: When I was asked by Dr. Israel Abrahams to 
deliver an address in memory of my dear friend, Joseph Jacobs, I was well aware 
how much less qualified I am than Dr. Abrahams. or Mr. Lucien Wolf to 
appraise the life-work of so great and many-sided a scholar. Buta meeting like 
that, inspired by piety for the dead, demanded affection rather than exact appre- 
ciation, and Jacobs was more than an Admirable Crichton—he was a prince of 
good fellows. It had been my privilege to stand for nearly: thirty years in as 
close arelation to Jacobs: as any other of that now historic and increasingly 
ghostly circle of ‘“‘ Wandering Jews,” while it so happened that in his last 
passage through England, in the spring of 1914, he stayed with me both at the 
Temple and in the country, and thus gave me an opportunity of re-discovering 
with ever fresh surprise the abounding humour as well as the encyclopedic 
allusiveness of his conversation, and the gaiety and jote de vivre, which neither 
his sixty years nor the heart weakness he had come abroad to cure, could impair. 
I remember introducing him to another friend of mine, also troubled with a 
weak heart, and they had what Jacobs called | 


““A HEART TO HEART TALK.” 
If it concerned itself at all with their common ailment, it could not have been of 
a very sombre character, for this other friend, who had only seen Jacobs that 
once, said to me on hearing of his death: ‘That fountain of fun frozen! 


Incredible!” But with that radiant image before me it is impossible for me 
to clothe Jacobs for you in Hamlet's “inky cloak” or “customary suit of 


solemn black.” He -was bubbling over, not only with fun, but with literary 


projects, one of the smallest of which was a new Encyclopedia, of a quintes- 
sential nature. He did actually arrange with his old friend and illustrator, 
J. D. Batten, for another volume of their famous fairy tales. And in his 
unjaded intellectual curiosity to study the new anti-Semitic wing of English 
letters, which had grown up so oddly in his absence, I got him to bring him 
together with Mr. G. K. Chesterton. Curiously enough, my very last encounter 
with Jacobs was—like Chesterton's frst—a duel, though by correspondence. From 
a leader in the Amcrican Hebrew in which I recognised Jacobs's hand, he 
demolished me as a theologian—doubtless justly enough—but on the insufficient 
basis of my remark that our revered friend Schechter was not an infallible one. 


' Sweeping me aside as old-fashioned, Jacobs asserted that the Jewish problem— 


the real Jewish problem—of the Bible's break-down as a verbally-inspired docu- 
ment had been solved by Schechter’s conception of a living historic tradition and 
the inspiration of catholic Israel. I wrote to point out that it was exactly this 
conception which Schechter had repudiated. By a tragic coincidence I was 
writing my letter on the very Sunday of Jacobs’s death, and I was not destined 
to read his return-shot. But, of course, . 

CATHOLIC ISRAEL 


was bis own solution which he had read into Schechter’s. It had been implicit in 
his first published, and his most brilliant and creative, essay ‘‘ The God of Israel,” 
which from th® breadth of its sweep and the mingled boldness and sobriety of 
its conception, was unparalleled in literature as the work of a young man of 


' twenty-four. At an age when destruction was as natural to the thinker as to a 


kitten, Jacobs was laying down lines for the spiritual transit not only of Jewry but 
of mankind. ‘“‘ That generations of men have held the Bible sacred must always 
keep it sacred for us,” said this astonishing young Radical from Australia, who, 


though he thought the future was to the God of Spinoza, rejected Spinoza him- 


self as no true Jew, because he lacked “that historic sense of communion with 


his people's past, which has been the bond that kept Judaism alive through the | 


ages.” A more parochial Jacobs was the reconstructor of the London Jewry of 
1290, the Jacobs of that fascinating olla podrida, “‘ The Jews of Angevin England,” 
in which, like a bird building a nest of straw and twigs and moss and odd trifles, 
Jacobs put together mouldering twelfth-century Pipe Rolis of the English Record 
Office with disconnected Rabbinic commentaries and museum manuscripts into a 
complete working model of the old English ghetto. There was a third Jacobs, the 
student of Jewish statistics, social, vital, and anthropometric. He appeared to 
have flourished mainly between 1886 and 1891. He wrote in the Journal of the 
Anthropological Institute on “The Racial Characteristics of Modern Jews ” and 
on “The Comparative Distribution of Jewish Talent.”

A Sermon for the Week.

THE DIVINE GIFT OF WISDOM. . 


“See the Lord hath called by name Bezalel the son of Uri, and He hath 
filled him with the spirit of God, in wisdom, in understanding, and in know 
ledge, and in all manner of workmanship.'’—Exodus xxxv., 30-31. 


The wise men of Israel were once assembled in discussion in the town 


of Lydda, when the question was raised: What is best for man—the know- 


ledge of what is right or the practice thereof? At first opinion was 
divided. Some favoured practice, inasmuch as all knowledge has only 
practice for its object, and knowledge which does not result in practice is 
valueless, Others, however, led by R. Akiba, preferred knowledge. Know- 
ledge, he said, is of most importance, for it leads to action, and is the only 
basis on which right action NAD 
Akiba’s opinion ultimately gained the day. We cannot be sure of doing 
right unless we have the true conviction, which knowledge alone can 
give, of what is right. Our first duty, therefore, is to learn what is right, to 


duty, to put the results of our enquiry into practice. The development of right 
knowledge into right action is a process of nature which nothing can 
obstruct. The application of this discussion to the teaching of the text will 
presently be apparent. Bezalel was a gifted artist who devoted his 
exceptional talents to the service of the sanctuary. His wisdom was God- 
inspired, and imparted to him in order that he might in turn impart it to 
others. Indirectly, the text teaches us that genius and_ talents 
have their origin in God, who is the. source’ of all wisdom. 
We have to develop our talents as God-given endowments. ‘ See 
the Lord hath called Bezalel by name.” Like other gifted men, he is 
appointed to fill a certain place in the divine scheme of things. Men 
manifest a thousand different degrees of intelligence, but each has his 
place in the divine plan, for. 
ALL INTELLIGENCE IS A GIFT FROM GOD. 

All have to combine in building the temples. of wisdom and 
the halls of science and the tabernacles of beauty. Those with fore- 
most knowledge and acquisitions will take the lead in the greatwork. They 
are the world’s leaders to whom a striking reference is made in these words 
of our ancient teachers: “ This is the book of the generations of Adam. 
Had then Adama book? Not an actual book, but God showed him how 
the generations of humanity could*be led and helped forward by their wise 
men, investigators, and benefactors.” | These leaders of humanity are the 
wise men whom God calls by name. So we may read in the text an 
assurance that humanity will never be bereft of wise leaders whom God has 
specially called for humanity’s uplifting. _Asthe epoch of the construction 
of the tabernacle discovered men like Bezalel and Aholiab who were 
qualified for the work of their time and ready to do it, so every age calls 
forth its super-men whom God has gifted with extraordinary talents. But it 
rests with their generation to recognise such talents as God-given and 
inspired for a special purpose. The Israelites of old had this 
power of recognition. In the spirit of a blessing formulated in 
later times they gave thanks to God O7) Wa? who hath 
communicated His wisdom to mortal beings.” They believed that all genius 
is God-inspired. From this belief it follows that it is our duty diligently to 
cultivate our divine gifts—MIUND IN? ; to cultivate them for the benefit 
of others—123273 }M3 N75, and for our own benefit also, for, coming from 
God, their development helps to draw us nearer to God. It follows further 
that our powers of mind and body should be directed to objects worthy of 
our high responsibilities. Let them not be wasted on frivolities and inani- 
ties. Of us let it not be said—7YY Orw We forsake 
the weighty things of eternity for the empty satisfactions of the moment.”’t 
So these words of Moses teach us—indirectly, it is true, but very emphati- 
cally--that we should 


CONSECRATE OUR POWERS 


to their highest uses. Life and all its opportunities are a sacred trust*for the 
proper use of which we shall have one day to give an account. All knowledge, 
all science, all invention comes to us from God. But how criminal the use 
to which they are put when they are employed not to promote the welfare 
of mankind but for purposes the very opposite, to spread in place of 
happiness ruin and misery; not to save life but to kill and wound and 
maim! Is it possible to reconcile the fiendish inventions of modern

The Mosaic Sanitary Code. 


LORD PENTLAND’S TRIBUTE. 
| A series of popular health lectures have recently been delivered in Madras, 
At the close of one of the lectures, Lord Pentland, the Governor of Madras, made 
a speech, in the course of which he spoke on the various plagues that had ravaged 
Europe, and then continued :—While, however, this was the lamentable 
condition of Europe, there was one ancient people, very far back in the 
history of mankind, in whom we see clearly the presence of the idea, the 
governing idea, that disease can be prevented by attention to the laws and 
conditions of healthy living. The desire of the Jew was that his days might 
be long in the land and that his race should grow strong and multiply, 
and it is familiar to you no doubt that the hygienic code of the Jew was 
remarkably complete. More than 3,000 years ago their laws dealt with 
food and with feeding, with the isolation of the sick, infection, leprosy, plague, 
open spaces, the covering and removal of refuse, the cleansing and the annual 
repair of wells and sewers, sanitary inspection of meat and household utensils, 
notification of disease and disinfection. The Mosaic system of sanitary law 
regarded every man as his brother's keeper. Bodily disease was regarded as a 
type of sin, and the connection between moral and physical evil was plainly 


accepted. The care of personal health was enforced by religious sanction and 


authority, and these influences were powerful in elevating into a free and civilised 
people a race only recently emancipated frem slavery, and they have left their 
mark upon the Jews to this day. Modern Jews have profited by the scrupulous 
observance of sanitation by their forefathers, not only in their greater relative 
longevity as compared with other civilised peoples, but in their freedom from and 
power of resistance to scourges and plagues, which have decimated other nations 
among whom they lived. 


The same subject was discussed in Wednesday's Times by its medical corre- 
spondent, who writes :— 


The Mosaic code of health has interested sociologists in allages. All kinds of 
values have been ascribed to its commands, and also, as was bound to occur, value of 
any sort bas been denied. But as time passes the code continues to receive fuller justifi- 


cation ; indeed, we seem to be approaching by way of scientific observation the same 


principles of public health as were given to the people of Israel by their leader. 


The latest scientific support for the Mosaic code is perhaps not a very great matter, 
but it is immensely interesting. In the last issue of the British Journal of Surgery there 
appears a paper describing the appearances of certain blood cells in malignant disease 
(cancer). The author is a well known observer: Certain peculiarities of the cells of the 
blood were noted by him in cancer cases, and it then occurred to him that these changes

The Mosaic Sanitary Code. 
LORD PENTLAND’'S TRIBUTE. 

A series of popular health lectures have recently been delivered in Madras. 

At the close of one of the lectures, Lord Pentland, the Governor of Madras, made 
a speech, in the course of which he spoke on the various plagues that had ravaged 
Europe, and then continued:—While, however, this was the lamentable 
condition of Europe, there was one ancient people, very far back in the 
history of mankind, in whom we see clearly the presence of the idea, the 
governing idea, that disease can be prevented by attention to the laws and 
conditions of healthy living. The desire of the Jew was that his days might 
be long in the land and that his race should grow strong and multiply, 
and it is familiar to you no doubt that the hygienic code of the Jew was 
remarkably compiecte. More than 3,000 vears ago their laws dealt with 
food and with feeding, with the isolation of the sick, infection, leprosy, plague, 
open spaces, the covering and removal of refuse, the cleansing and the annual 
repair of wells and sewers, sanitary inspection of meat and household utensils, 
notification of disease and disinfection. The Mosaic system of sanitary law 
regarded every man as his brother's keeper. Bodily disease was regarded as a 
type of sin, and the connection between moral and physical evil was plainly 
accepted. The care of personal health was enforced by religious sanction and 
authority, and these influences were powerful in elevating into a free and civilised 
peopie a race only recently emancipated from slavery, and they have left their 
_ mark upon the Jews to this day. Modern Jews have profited by the scrupulous 
observance of sanitation by their forefathers, not only in their greater relative 
longevity as compared with other civilised peoples, but in their freedom from and 


power of resistance tu scourges and plagues, which have decimated other nations 
among whom they lived. | 


The same subject was discussed in Wednesday's Titmes by its medical corre- 
spondent, who writes :— 


The Mosaic code of health has interested sociologists in all ages. All kinds of 
values have been ascribed to its commands, and also, as was bound to occur, value of 
any sort has been denied. But as time passes the code continues to receive fuller justifi- 
cation ; indeed, we seem to be approaching by way of scientific observation the same 
principles of public health as were given to the people of Israel by their leader. 


The latest scientific support for the Mosaic code is perhaps not a very great matter, 
but it is immensely interesting. In the last issue of the British Journal of Surgery there 
appears a paper describing the appearances of certain blood cells in malignant disease 
(cancer). The author is a well known observer! Certain peculiarities of the cells of the 
blood were noted by him in cancer cases, and it then occurred to him that these changes 
might also be produced by taking certain articles of diet. He carried out various tests 
and the following is his conclusion :— ma 
_ “*It was found that one can reproduce the blood-picture of carcinoma (cancer) in 
respect to the nuclear pseudopods by partaking of certain articles of food—notably pork 
and to a less extent other red meats.” He adds :—*Incidentally these observations

It was at the adjourned conference on the 15th July, 1914, that the 
Chief Rabbi used a form of words of which a note was taken, and of which 
note I ventured to send him a copy on the 27th January, 1916. 


The reason for the dispatch of this “note” arose out of Dr. Hertz’ 
denial, in his reply to my letter of January 24th, 1916, that the question of 
Shochetim had been raised. Dr. Hertz, in your report, quotes an extract 
of my letter of January 24th, but without the context.. I quoted an offer 
made by Dr. Hertz at a private conference held at this address a few weeks 
ago, and which had no relation to the offer he made at the conference in 
July, 1914. Dr. Hertz admits that my letter of January 24th contains my 
statement of what he offered at the private conference held just previously. 


If Dr. Hertz held that my statement did not properly represent what 
transpired why did he not write to say how his version differed from mine? 
Although my letter was written on January 24th (and was acknow'e dyed 
and answered on February 2nd) and my speech at the Federation mecting 
was made on February 7th, it was not until your issue of the 18th Febriury 
that Dr. Hertz calls into question the contents of my letter and rides 0!! on 
a side issue. In respect to the offer made by Dr. Hertz at my ollice, I 
promised to do my best toget it accepted to preserve peace. This is still 
my position if the offer is still available. 

The whole of the correspondence from the 15th May, 1914, is available, 
and, if published, would make it perfectly clear that the offer at the con- 
ference in July, 1914, has never been definitively formulated, and that the 
notes Dr. Hertz quotes are merely those of casual remarks he made there. 
The object of the coiference was, as Dr. Hertz is perfectly aware, to find 
a means to “strengthen ‘ Kashrus’ and conduce to the restoration of con- 
fidence in ‘Kashrus’ in the metropolis.”

THE LATE PTE. DAVID COHEN. 


“TN.” writes to us:—‘It was with. deep regret received the intimation of 
the death of Pte. David S. Cohen, 4th Hussars, killed in action on January 
26th, 1916, in France. As one of the executive officers of the West Ham Syna- 
gogue Classes I was closely connected with this young man, who was one of the 
first scholars admitted at the opening in 1897, he being them about six years of 
age. I found him unobtrusive, willing, cheerful and attentive, and a general 
favourite with all the children. He joined the army as a Jew on the first call in 
August, 1914, although at the time he held a lucrative appointment. He had 
endeared himself to the whole of the staff while in this employment and all deeply 
deplore his premature death. The characteristics of his childhood followed him 
through:life. He was the only son of late Emanuel H. Cohen, who was one 
of the founders of the West Ham Syn e and Classes and was their treasurer 
till his death.” 


CAPT. F. M. DAVIS. 

Capt. F. M. Davis, 7ih (City of London) Battalion, London Regiment, is the 
elder son of Mr. and Mrs. Felix A. Davis. Educated at Harrow and Cambridge, 
he was appointed, on leaving the University, to a post at the Board of Agriculture 
and Fisher.es. He was selected to accompany Sir Ernest Shackieton cn his 


present Antarctic expedition to assist with the scientific researches, but gave up 


his appointment on the outbreak of war to accompany his regiment to France. 
He was gazetted lieutenant in February, 1913, and although in the official casualty 
list his name is given with that rank, he has recently been promoted captain. 


FRENCH HONOUR FOR ENGLISH SOLDIER. 

A high honour has been conferred on Mr. Lionel Hart (eldest son of Mr: 
Montague D, Hart, of Potters bar), who has been resident in Paris for some 
years. At the beginning of the war Mr. Hart joined the French Foreign Legion. 
In October, 1914, he was seriously wounded, and on the 3rd November his leg 
was amputated. Yesterday week, at the Invalides, in the presence of tle 
Military Governor of Paris and the regiment of Naval Fusiliers, with their colours 
and band, he was presented by General Cousin with the Military Medal and the

PRESENTATION TO CORPL. KEYSOR, V.C. 

Corpl. Leonard Keysor, V.C., was presented yesterday week, at Paddington 
(the borough in which he was born and educated and in which his parents reside) 
with a gold watch. The presentation was made by Mr. Arthur Strauss, M.P. 
The speakers, besides Mr. Strauss, included the Vicar of Paddington and the 
Right Hon. Sir Charles Swann, M.P. Corpl. Keysor, im tendering his thanks 
for the presentation, said that bombing was much easier than making speeches. 
He felt very proud indeed that night of the reception he had had, and truly 
grateful for the handsome present which Mr. Strauss, on his own initiative, bad 
made.’ He had known and heard of Mr. Strauss for most of his life, and he 
could assure them that what Mr. and Mrs. Strauss—and they ali knew their 
generosity and goodness—had done for him was more than he could describe. 
(Cheers.) Mr. and Mrs. Strauss had a son upholding the honour of the British 
army at the front in France, and he could only say that he wished Lieut. Strauss 
every success and hoped that he might come back with the luck and honour that 
he (the speaker) had obtained. (Cheers.) While he had got the V.C.—and was 
very pleased to ave it—he had to admit that there were tons of men at the front 
who had earned it just as much as he had, but had not had the luck to get it. 
While they honoured him he hoped they would give generous remembrance to the 
maimed and wounded. He paid a whole-hearted tribute to the work of the navy 
at the Dardanelles. But for the navy, he said, there would never have been a 
landing at all. When they got ashore the middies—kids of fifteen and sixteen— 
who didn't care a wrap, snatched up rifles and rushed along with the men crying: 
“Hell! They can’t hit us.” It was magnificent, and they could never thank the 
navy enough. He was proud to be a Lo :don man and a Paddington boy, and he 
hoped the next day to return to the front and have an opportunity of throwing 4 
few more bombs at the Germans. (Loud cheers.) On the suggestion of the 
Vicar, Corp]. Keysor shook hands with and received the personal congratulations 
of as many of the audience as could make their way to him. To facilitate the

JEWISH REFUGEES IN ALEXANDRIA. 


From Mr.. VICTOR F. NAGGIAR, Chairman, Comité d’Assistance aux 
Réfugiés de Palestine. [To THE EpITorR.] 


S1r,—Permit me slightly to amplify and to correct that part of your repor? 


of an interview with Mr. W. Gluskin, which appeared in your issue of the 31st 
December, under the sub-title “‘ The Refugees at Alexandria.” 

Up to the 3lst December the number of refugees who had arrived in 
Alexandria was 11,277. Of these there still remained in the country about 5,000, 
of whom 2,500 were in the Government camps, maintained by the Egyptian 
Government by special arrangement with the Consuls, who will eventually defray 
their share, and 1,126 lived in the town at the charge of this Committee. Your 
report also gives the impression that one school only has been opened for the 
children of these refugees, whereas four schools have been established for them in 
different quarters and under different organisations. : 

For the rest, the report of this Committee-to December 31st will very shortly 
be published and in it be found full particulars of all works connected with the 
Jewish refugees in Alexandria. My present object is to make it clear that it is the 
Egyptian Government authorities who have created a special department (The 
Refugees Administration), under the able direction of Mr. W. C. Hornblower, 
Inspector of the Ministry of the Interior, to care for the refugees living in the 
Government camps. It is not the British authorities only who have this in hand, 
as your article implies, although they also have shown every kindness towards 
them here, and have rendered valuable assistance, in common with the officials of 
other friendly Powers, to our coreligionists in Palestine, 3

IEXCLUSIVELY JEWISH GROUNDS.”

SIR,—I write to protest against the view which you support and which seems 


to be very widely held-among the Jews of this country, viz., that it would be 
wrong and out of place for a Jewish young man of military age to ask for. 


exemption from the Military Service Act on conscientious groundsasaJew. You, 
Sir, have expressed yourself as sympathetic towards, though disagreeing with, the 
Jewish conscientious objector who objects on universal and general grounds. 
But you and many others think it wrong and out of place for a Jew to object on 
Jewish grounds. This view I shall attempt to controvert in this letter, and I do 
so because I believe it will throw up for discussion certain vital principles. I am 
not going to base my plea for the Jewish conscientious objector on the Jewish 
ideal of peace—a peace ideal may be and, in fact, is an ideal not exclusively 
Jewish and I want to state the case on exclusively Jewish grounds. I think there are 
two main grounds—exclusively Jewish grounds—on which a Jewish conscientious 
objector could reasonably ask for exemption from the Military Service Act. One 


is the ground of religion and the other is nationality, and the two are intimately 
bound together. | 


The religious ground is quite plainly and simply that embodiment in His 
Majesty's Forces necessarily involves the abandonment of certain practices of 
Judaism which to a good many Jews are of the essence of the Jewish religion and 
which, therefore, they hold in the highest veneration. Nay, some of them—if 


not all—would rather give up their lives than give up those practices. What is.

have suffered death for their faith, as embodied in the practices to which I allude 
If there are any young Jews to-day in this country who feel equally strongly with 
regard to Judaism, whatever others may think of them, however much others

persons and their beliefs with respect, if they conscientiously urge them, as a 
ground for inability, to serve in His Majesty's Forces? Ought we Jews—even 
those of us who have long discarded our allegiance to Judaism as embodied in 
those practices—ought we Jews not to treat such cases with something more than 
respect? Can “Mentor” comfortably say of these people “ everything that is 
Jewish points the finger of scorn, derision and contempt at the Jewish conscien- 
tious objector”? Your correspondents who have no . 


obje | patience with the Jewish 
conscientious objector think they cam upset him by flinging Judas Manion 
name athim. They fail to see that this is an extraordinarily bad instance for 


themselves to take. If they will take the trouble to turn up Graetz’s Histo 
Vol. I., they will begin to realise that the Jewish conscientious objector is a 
vided with a splendid argument in his favour by the history of the times of pedi 
Maccabaeus. What did he fight for? Because Judaism was threatened because 
Antiochus tried to crush the Jewish religion and to foist on the Jews all his 
abominations, Nay more, look at Graetz, Vol. I., page 473: “Philip ordered his 
troops to commence the attack. The Chassidim lIcoked on with undaunted 
courage, but did not try to defend themselves, nor to raise a stone to close the 
entrance to the caves, for fear of desecrating the Sabbath.” Such has been the 
Spirit of our people when religion has been at stake. And I maintain that if an 
Jews feel about their Judaism with the same intensity they would be perfectly 
entitled to claim exemption from military service and to get it. 
Now what is the usual objection thrown out against this kind

is that there is a Kabbinic dictum to the effect that the ip mp oe the

to be obeyed. This dictum requires examination. It surely cannot be accepted 
as it stands. Is it anything more than a gen exhortation to be law-abiding 
citizens ?. Did the Rabbis really intend that a law of the land is to be obeyed 


| even if it involves the abandonment of Judaism ? If they did, Judas Maccaba-ys5 


and all those who refused to obey Antiochus’ orders, instead of being Jewish 
heroes, must be looked upon as having acted wrongly from the point of view of 
the Jewish law. And even assuming that the Rabbis did go so far as this in their 
dictum, it is quite in accordance with the law of the land for a Jew to urge his 
religious conscientious objections. In my view, a Jew who feels about Jiidaism 
in the way I have described is right both morally and legally to be a conscientious 
objector. 

Now, take the ground of nationality. This ground can, as I think, logically 
exempt from combatant service only. To a Jew who feels kinship with fellow. 
Jews—whether he regard the Jews as a religious brotherhood or as a racial unit, 
or a national entity, or all three—the possibility of his having to kill Or maim or 
mutilate must be appalling. Even your Englishman of the Jewish persuasion 
must feel this, A really religious or national Jew or both will feel it very strongly 
indeed. Take a further point. As so many thousands of Jews are compelled to 
fight on the Continent, and as so many thousands (President Wilson's manifesto 


| gives the staggering figure of nine millions) are suffering cruelly in the 


various theatres of the war, a Jew in this country, with a passionate love 
for the preservation of the comparatively small Jewish community 
in the world and for the preservation of Judaism (for without 
Jews Judaism dies), may, I think, reasonably ask to be excused 
from combatant service in order that the Jewish nation may not perish altogether 
through lack of men, or at any rate may not be too severely crippled. It seems 
to me that in the present crisis a Jew who feels strongly that he has obligations to 
Judaism or to Jewish nationalism or to both is entitled to claim and to get 
exemption from the Act. The argument on the ground of nationality and 
nationalism would’probably be met with the objection that in the words of the 
JEWIsH CHRONICLE “England has been all she can be to the Jews, the Jews 
will be all they can be to England.” My answer to this would be that I agree, but 
I could lay particular emphasis on the words can be. Can the Jewish nation 
afford that English Jews should also be thrown into the fire? I should say no. 
These are the kind of grounds—exclusively Jewish grounds—which I thinka 
Jewish conscientious objector could reasonably urge, aad I submit they are the 
kind of grounds which are neither cowardly nor contemptible—the epithets your 
anti-conscientious objectors are so fond of hurling about. |

S1r,—]I hesitate to enter into this controversy, but I cannot pass unchallenyed 
the letter written by Miss R. M. Bloch, which appeared in your issue of last week, 
As Miss Bloch writes from both the English and the Jewish aspect it is rather 
difficult to reply, but as we both have Judaism at heart it is from that standpoint 
that I write. | 

It is rather a peculiar, but nevertheless a true, fact that nearly all articles or 
letters which are written for the purpose of appealing to or stirring up the senti- 
ments of the people in momentous times such as these always include the usual 
hackneyed phrases of duty, patriotism, martyrs, desolation, and the rest which 
are too well known for me to reiterate. I regret that Miss Bloch is no excéption 
to this rule. | 

Have we not had our martyrs enough? Thousands of the present generation 
of Judaism are starving and wandering through all the horrors of a Russian 
winter. The Russian seats of learning have been burnt, and their former occ 
pants, from whom the true Judaism emanated, are either dead or living a life that 
to them must be worse than death. The future generation of Judaism is fighting 
in the war, and the flower of Jewry is slowly but surely being exterminated on the 
battlefields. 

The eternal tragedy of the Jewish race is assimilation, that craving to become 
a replica of the people who are one’s countrymen, The only remedy is being a 
Jew, first, last, and always. 

Peace is the keynote of true civilisation, and war is the keynote of brutaliy, 
carnage, and premeditated murder. The One above knows that if there is any 
man who can conscientiously object to war, that man is the Jew. His battle w'! 
be after the war, when he will have to struggle for his very existence, for, if one 
can go by precedent, the Jew will again be forgotten at the cessation of hostilities. 

Apart from this side of the question, I cannot possibly see how a true Jew 
whose Sabbath, food, and customs, are totally different from those of his Gen: 
neighbour, whose religion teaches him that war is murder, and murder in its in 
awful form, whose enemy on the battlefield whose life he is striving to take may 
possibily be a coreligionist of his, can possibly be other than a conscientious 
objector. As Miss Bloch totally omits any reference to this subject in her letter, 
perhaps she will enlighten me.

OTTOMAN JEWS. 

Extended reference is made to ths colony of Turkish Jews in Manchester. 
The fact is recalled that the concession in favour of Ottoman Christians, as a 
result of which they were virtually excluded from the. provisions of the Aliens 
Restriction Order, was not extended to Ottoman Jews, although the Board made 
efforts in that direction. The Board thereupon submitted thirteen selected cases, 
for which they claimed relief from the prohibition to travel outside the five-mile 
radius. 

In its reply, “the Home Office, while expressing its inability to relax the 
provisions of the Aliens Restriction Order in the thirteen cases, promised to con- 
sider carefully in consultation with the Advisory Committee, whether such 
persons might be held to fall outside the recently announced rules in regard to 
the internment and repatriation of alien enemies, and. that for such purpose each 
of them should fill in and submit: applications for exemption. This was com- 
municated to the Committee of the: Turkish Jews in Manchester, and it is under- 


stood that, in accordance with the fast letter, the local Turkish Jews have sent in. 


their applications for exemption with, so far, satisfactory results.” 
A PLEDGE REPEATED. 

Referring to “foreign affairs,” the report states that throughout the year the 
Conjoint Foreign Committee have been busily occupied in watching ihe interests 
of the Eastern Jewish communities, as affected by the war, and in taking such 
measures for their defence as might be possible inthe very difficult circumstances 
The special office established by the Committee for this purpose has also 
collected voluminous: material, which will be very useful when the time comes 
for placing before the Great Powers the claims of their Eastern brethren.

Dayan FELDMAN said that, as one who took as active an interest in the 
Talmud Torahs as anyone in the Federation, he considered it deplorable that that 
body should have withdrawn its contribution to the Board especially at atime 
when united action was so necessary in regard to Hebrew and religious educa- 
tion. He expressed the hope, therefore, that efforts would be made to induce 
the Federation to reconsider its decision. Dayan Feldman pointed out that the 
Board did subvention at least three Talmud Torahs to the amount of £57 10s., 
and that the financial support piven to all the Talmud Toraks by the Federation 
by means of a grant from its Burial Society amounted to about £200 to /300,a 
very small sum when it was considered that the Talmud Torahs cost some £7,000 
to maintain. 

The Board decided to print 10,000 further copies of the ninth edition of the 
Authorised Prayer Book, and granted an application from the Rev. S. Levy for 
the loan of certain of the Board’s stereos for the compilation of prayers to be 
used by children who are in-patients of hospitals. 

Superintendents were appointed for some of the Board's classes, and Mrs. 
Edward P. Davis was appointed correspondent of the Old Castle Street Classes, 

It was reported that the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue had renewed its 
grant of £25 a year for three years, and would remit the grant together with any 
sums that might be contributed by members of the congregation ‘in response to 
the Board's appeal. 

Varrous suggestions, emanating from the organising ministers, to ensure a 
larger attendance ‘of boys at the classes, were referred to the Supervision 
Committee for consideration and report.

The Frauds on Ottoman Jews. 
SENTENCES. 


The trial of Noi Joachim Altani, a Russian singer, who is accused with 
John McPherson Mitchell Dallas, a Home Office clerk, of conspiring to obtain 


money from Ottoman Jews for permits to leave this country, was concluded at the 
Old Bailey last Friday. 7 


Altani, who was found guilty on all the counts of the indictment, except the 
one of conspiracy, was sentenced to twelve months’ hard labour, and Dallas, who 
pleaded guilty, to three years’ penal servitude. Altani was also recommended for 
deportation. | | 

The prisoners were ordered to pay the costs of the prosecution, and the judge 
made an order for the restitution of £70 to the witness David Salti. 

In the course of Thursday's hearing, Altani gave evidence. 
visit to the Home Office. Dallas told him that since the outbreak of war “‘a Mr. 
Landau had received numerous permits for Ottomans to leave this country.” 

At Friday’s hearing Mr. Muir related a conversation which Mr. Joseph 
Cowen had with a Turk “while travelling abroad” and whom he subsequently 
realised was Albert Misrahi. The Turk said: “I always thought your country 
was an honest country, but I find it is just as bad as mine, the onlv difference 
being that one has to pay more in your country to get things done.” Mr. Cowen 
asked for particulars, and the Turk said that he had had to buy his way out of the 
country, that he could only get out of England with a permit, 
heavily for it. A lady who was with him corroborated Misrahi's statement. and 
added that he’ had to pay much more than £100. Mr. Cowen said: “| cannot 
believe that you paid that to one of our officials. It must have been a go- 
between.” The Turk replied: “ No, it was an official.” Counsel said that Mr 
Cowen thought it his duty on his return to this country to report the matter to 
the Home Office. He ought to have seen Mr. Haldane Porter, but he actually 
saw Dallas, who said that he was Mr. Porter's private secretary. 
Dallas what he had heard, and Dallas replied: “It is a serious affair. I know 
this man Misrahi. He came to me and I myself gave him a permit and told him 
he would not have topay. Whyshould he have to pay anyone else?” Mr. Cowen 
observed: “ Misrahi is not the man who would pay without he had to,” and 
Dallas replied : “ Then the suggestion is that he must have paid me.” Dallas did 
not report the matter to his superiors. 


Mr. Justice Low, in passing sentence on Dallas, referred to the in jury he had } 


done to the reputation for incorruptibility of British officials. Addressing Altani 
his lordship said he had been convicted on the clearest evidence of a series of 
gross frauds, but the circumstances of his case were not so bad as those of his co- 
defendant. He thought it very likely the defendant had been led to some extent 


into the matter by relying on Dallas's position, and it was not necessary to deal 
with him with the same severity,

Sir,—About five or six years ago the greater thinking and more intellectual class of 
Zionists began to realise that the Basle programme was more in the nature of a sweet 
dream than a practical programme which could be brought to a successful issue. 

It could not be seen by what means the Turk would be induced to surrencer 
Palestine to the Jews. It was also regarded as an insurmountable. difficulty to ot: 
the concurrence and help of the great Powers in the endeavour to get the much 
legal and secure home of Palestine. | 

The conclusion was finally arrived at that the best and surest step towar> the 
furtherance of our aim was to settle by degrees in Palestine, and redeem and cev«lop 
the Holy Land graduaily. This. ideal towards our goal was accepted by many of! our 
brethren and supported by our Zionist leaders. The result was that in a com- 
paratively short time our holy tongue was revived in the neglected and stony deserts of 
Palestine, flourishing colonies sprang up, much land was redeemed, and a beauvtul 
European Jewish quarter in Jaffa was raised. The position and influence of our colonists 
in Paiestine had already become so strong that, according to Dr. Mossensohn’s 
ment when speaking in the Monnickendam Rooms recently, only another two hundred 
thqusand Jews in our Holy Land would have been sufficient to avert and repulse any 
deliberate attack of Djemal Pasha and his accomplices. This will serve to show that 
the opinion of the practical Zionists proved to be correct, and the settlement of Jews in 
Palestine would in itself furnish a solution of the Jewish question. 

Now the present disastrous war and our appalling sacrifices give us the full right to 
demand that our blood should also not be shed in vain. Our devotion and loyalty to 
every country where we live should claim for us humane treatment on an equal basis with 
every other citizen, and our historical claim on Palestine should be recognised and 
facilities should be given to our brethren at least for emigration and colonisation in the 
The minimum of programme is also accepted 
by many organisations with a non-Zionist tendency, but it can be very well accepted by 
all Zionists in order that we should present our claim with one united force and one 
united voice. |

The Rev. I. Livingstone 


on the Tactics of Perverters. 


Last Sunday the Rev. I. Livingstone lectured to the Bradford Sunday 
Society on “The Jew of To-day.” Alluding to the attitude of the Jew to the 
Conversionist movement, Mr. Livingstone said he did not refer to the very rare 
instances that a Jew became a sincere convert to Christianity, but to the hundreds 
of thousands of poundsthat were wasted—not spent—in making bad Jews into worse 
Christians. He protested against that missionary effort which rar after a Jew with 
a Testament in one hand and a banknote in another. The Jew could not welcome 
the setting up of missionary dispensaries in order to give the poor Jew medicine 
when he was sick so that he would attend a Gospel meeting when he was well. 
Neither could he welcome those conversionists who—with the encouragement of 
the Bishops of the Church—waylaid little Jewish children and gave them tracts 
and invited them to parties and took them to treats, behind the backs of their 
fathers and mothers. When the churches and chapels were full, when vice | 
and crime were unheard of among Christians, when every penny of the 
large sums needed for the charities of the great community was forthcoming, 
then there would be time to think of converting Jews. The other day a Miss 
Eliza Lambert left £1,000 to the London Society for Promoting Christianity 
among the Jews. He thovght she would have done much better if she had 
left it to a real Christian institution such as the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, which brought comfort and comradeship to the storm-tossed and war-worn 
fighting man, leaving his conscience free. To the Jew it savoured of a lack of 
humour, if not also of logic, said Mr. Livingstone, for conversionists to speak, aS 
some had been doing, of Jews being, class for class, morally superior to Gentiles, 
and then urge that efforts should be made to transform Jews into Gentiles. There 


was room, he said, for more tolerance, and there was no reason why there should 
not be more inter-communication. (Hear, hear),

LITERARY _Sscience of Eugenics, and concluded by showing that the Jews 
AND SOCIAL approximated closer to the practical application of that science 
SOCIETY, than any other people. Among the Jews the rate of infantile 


mortality was lower than, in some cases less than one third, that 
of non-Jews. The functional derangement of the nervous system was, perhaps, 
more common among Jews, but not so organic derangement to which Jews were 
less liable than other peoples. The Jew was a good Eugenic subject anywhere, 
but better in the Ghetto. Mr. Morris was thanked for his lecture by the Chair- 
man, ex-Bailie M. Simons, D.L., J.P.

THE SINAI LEAGUE. 


WORK AMONG THE JEWISH YOUTH. 

The future of Jewry rests with its youth. That is a truism and a trite one, 
But nobody glancing around among the commmanity can pretend to be content 
with the conditions governing the existence of our young people. Owing to 
ignorance, doubtful company, and objectionable literature and pastimes, the youth 
of Anglo-Jewry is drifting away in a manner that must cause the gravest misgivings 
It is in order, if possible, to find a remedy for this unhappy situation that the 
Sinai League, of which Rabbi Dr. M. Jung is President, and Mr. E. 1. Spiers, Ma. 
the Chairman, has come into existence. The purpose of the League is to “ pre. 
serve among, or instil into, Jewish youth, traditional Judaism, by leading them to 
its sources in history and literature.” 

Rabbi Dr. M. Jung, the Founder and President, laid the foundation stone of 
the movement two years ago with the establishment of the first Sinai Association 
in Brick Lane. The Sinai League, as has been said, ajms at teaching traditiona} 
Judaism. Sinai stands for the Jewish tradition handed*to Moses on Mount Sinaj, 
The leaders of the League are convinced that the only possible salvation lies jp 
re-establishing in England unflinching, faithful Orthodoxy, a Jewish community | 
adhering to the Shulchan Orach through thick and thin. The boys and girls who 
are the members of the boys’ or girls’ branches are to receive a thorough educa. 
tion, to be taught Jewish laws, history and literature, shown the richness of ideas 
underlying the commandments of the Torah, the achievements of Judaism, ang 


the value for mankind of Jewish ideas and ideals. They are to be made to 


understand that the preservation of Judaism is impossible without the ful} 
retention of the Jewish religion. Their national feelings will be aroused and 
‘directed to the way of the purely Jewish life, they are to call the child by its 
name "—to insist upon full orthodoxy in life as in sermons. Active, positive — 
work is encouraged and recommended. 

Sinai is to become a household word for true, upright, educated, working 
Judaism. The work of the Leagueis as follows: Study Circles on Bible, history, 
Talmud, and Jewish literature furnish solid knowledge. From two to seven 
circles a week are held in the various branches. Lectures are given for general 
information, for discussions from the Jewish point of view of modern problems, 
and for the stimulation of Jewish enthusiasm by the example of Jewish heroism 
in the past. 

Branch lectures and league lectures are given by leading nen in Anglo-Jewry, 
Public league lectures are held with the object of propagating Jewish tradition 
among all classes of our people, and of making all acquainted with the work of 
the League. From eight to twelve lectures a session are given in every branch, 
and from three to six League and public lectures, social evenings and outings. 

‘In order to promote a feeling of brotherhood among the members, to 
counteract the influence of bad company, a library, games, chess (no cards), and 
mock debates are provided. The Sinai publications are intended to introduce a 
good Jewish literature into Englana; translations of Hirsh, Lehman, sclections of 
Perez, Gordon, etc., are contemplated. All branches conduct their circles in 
English, except the Spitalfields branch, which uses Yiddish. Members are from 
16 to 24 years of age.

Emily Harris Home for Jewish Working Girls. 


The annual report of this institution for the year 1914 opens witha 
reference to the inauguration of the extension of the Mome. “It is indeed 
a satisfaction,” says the report, “that we are now able to accommodate 
fifty-two homeless girls with comfortable sleeping quarters . . . . and with 
spacious and cosy sitting-rooms for rest, work, and music. Since the outbreak 
of the war and the subsequent opening of the large National Organisation of 
Girls’ Clubs Relief Work-room: (in the large hall of our Club) the number of 
dinners served daily m our restaurant has been enormous. The dinners served 
during 1914 to girls (exclusive of our own girls) amount to 5,769. Besides these, 
9,025 meals were served to the Westminster Free School children, and 7,702 to 
the Relief Workroom girls.” The Home now has all the accommodation it 
needs. The Home is always crammed to its utmost capacity, and 114 girls have 
passed through during the year. The girls are taking more advantage of the 
educational privileges afforded by the adjoining West Central Girls’ Club evening: 
school. Owing to the stranded girls theresources of the Home have been strained, 
and the institution has to face a deficit for the first time in its history. Friends 
are earnestly asked to help. 


JEWISH MINISTERS AND JEWISH YOUTH. 


From Mr. HARRY ROSENTHAL, 335, Bury New Road, Higher Bi ouglitos, 
Manchester. [To THE EDITOR.] 

SIR,--A propos of the correspondence relating to Jewish ministers and Jewish youths, 
I should be giad if you would permit me to make one or two remarks based on personal 
observation. 

I have on several occasions spoken with members of the Christian clergy, and must 
confess that, as far as my knowledge goes, they enter into the lives of their young C00 
gregants in a way altogether different from, and superior to, that in which the average 
Jewish minister does. 

The Christian minister does not regard his position as a sinecure; he does not Say, 
OF appear to say, within himself: “So long as | preach my Sabbath sermon and atted 

as Many suppers as possible, all’s well!" No; he interprets his calling as something 
altogether different from this. One young clergyman, whom I know personally, calls 
upon various youthful congregants and assists them with their ordinary scholastic home 
} work, whilst another takes an active and earnest part in the organising of amateur charily 

concerts, in which young people participate. And what is the consequence Of this 
behaviour on the part of the clergy? It is this: the youth grow to look upon thew 
clergy as sincere and well-wishing friends, and soon cease to regard them in the light 
that we Jews are only too apt to regard our own ministers, i.e., as mere officials— 
servants of the community..

THE RABBI AND THE BISHOPS, 


A friend of mine, who occasionally regales me with 
Jewish stories; reminded me the other day of a very 
humorous incident in Jewish history, which you may 
be interested to hear. In the Middle Ages, when 


Christian fanatics were fond of baiting the poor Jews, it 


used to be a favourite pastime of certain highly placed 
clergy to summon the Rabbis to meet them for the 
purpose of engaging in public debate on matters of 
religion. The clergy doubtless thought that this would 
be a means of proving to their parishioners how steeped 
in error the Jews were, and how superior their own 
faith was, and it also gave them an opportunity of dis- 
playing their own sharpness of wit and native eloquence. 
There was one Rabbi in Cologne who was frequently 
summoned to take part in these encounters, and owing 
to his skill in debate no ordinary clergyman would meet 
him, but he would be opposed by some bishop.

in Cologne and the Rabbi was, as usual, summoned to 
a debate with him. He sent his excuses, saying that he 
had so often argued the respective merits of Judaism 
and Christianity that he did not see that any good pur- 
pose would be served by repeating the discussion. The 
clergy told him that this time it was not so much for 
the purpose of theological argument but rather was a 
mere debating exercise. “If that is so,” said the clever 
Rabbi, “I have a suggestion to make. It does one good 
sometimes to argue from a different point of view. On 
this occasion, let the learned Bishop argue in favour of 
Judaism and I will speak in favour of Christianity.” 
The clergy gleefully adopted the proposal. The meeting 
was widely announced and great crowds assembled to 


bear the debate. 
THE BISHOP’S EMPTY VICTORY, 


The Bishop duly entered upon his part of the dis- 
cussion and learnedly advanced arguments in favour of 
Judaism. But the crowd were not so much interested 
in what he had to say asin the speech of the Rabbi 
that was to follow. When the Bishop finished the Rabbi 
rose and breathless stillness prevailed. ‘‘ Masters,” said 
the Rabbi, “‘you know that when I have debated here 
before no one could say that I was ever worsted. To- 
day, however, the arguments advanced by the Bishop 
in favour of Judaism are so convincing, so unanswer- 
able, that I can say nothing!” Tableau!
